5.  Aesthetics 

The  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  Law  and  regulations  require 
that  wrecking  facilities  be  screened  such  that  junk  vehicles  are  not  visibl 
from  public  roadways.  This  facility  is  required  to  be  screened  on  all  four 
sides  due  to  its  proximity  to  public  roads.  The  applicant  has  completed 
the  required  shielding  and  the  facility  is  now  screened  in  accordance  with 
the  law.  Proper  shielding  of  motor  vehicle  wrecking  facilities  minimizes 
the  negative  aesthetic  impact  that  junked  vehicles  present.

13.  Locally  adopted  environmental  plans  and  goals 

The  establishment  and  proper  operation  of  a motor  vehicle  wrecking 
facility  at  the  proposed  location  is  in  accordance  with  present  local 
government  zoning  and  ordinances.  A licensed  motor  vehicle  wrecking 
facility  was  in  operation  at  the  same  site  until  January,  1978,  when 
it  was  closed  and  relocated  by  the  owner.
